Miss M argaret McMillan, secretary 
of the home service section of the 
American Red Cross, today made 
public a Hat of the rights of ex-serv­ 
ice m en in Adams county, advising 
them to use the Red Cross office 
here to seek advice and counsel. 
Miss McMillan points out th a t on 
com pensation and disability allow­ 
ances, veterans who have filed r n 
claims can file at any time. She de­ 
clares th a t there is no longer a time 
limit. 
Veterans whose disability was 
caused by service, are eligible for 
compensation, while lf disability is 
due to some other cause, and is per­ 
m anent, the veteran is entitled to a 
disability allowance. 
$50 Com pulsations 
Fifty dollars a m onth for life is 
paid to compensable world war vet­ 
erans whose active tuberculosis has 
reached 
the 
completely 
arrested 
stage, she pointed out. 
The 
Red 
Cross 
secretary 
also 
pointed out th a t veterans of any war 
are eligible for free hospital tre a t­ 
m ent from the U. S. veterans’ bu­ 
reau. The disability need not be due 
to service. Women are also entitled 
to free care, It was stated. 
Veterans 
who are receiving compensation are 
also entitled to $50 a m onth for an 
attendant lf their condition is such 
to require nursing. 
All world war veterans who were 
eligible for w ar-term or govern­ 
m ent Insurance may now buy up to 
$10,000 insurance from the govern­ 
m ent if they are in good health. No 
back premiums are required, as this 
is not a reinstatem ent, but a pur­ 
chase of new insurance. 
Pensionable Cases 
The time Unfit, Miss McMillan 
said, for filing Federal bonus claims 
is January 2. 1935. 
Veterans of earlier wars, disabled 
by war service, are pensionable as 
are men disabled during peace-time 
service. Pensions are also paid in 
certain cases where disability is due 
to old age or other causes, if veteran 
served for ninety days or more d ur­ 
ing a war period. 
Disabled veterans who are not able 
to visit the Red Crass office in the 
court house, are urged to communi­ 
cate with the American Red Cross 
in Gettysburg court house by letter.

CROP RECORDS 


Production Of Farm Products 
Will Establish New 
Marks In State. 


TEXAS TROOPS CLOSE OIL FIELDS 


Several new crop records may be 
set this year, according to the pre­ 
liminary estimates and forecasts of 
the federal state-crop r e p o r t service. 
The average acre yield of winter 
wheat, estimated at 23.5 bushels, is 
a new high record being almost 
twice the average yield prevailing 
for a number of years following the 
Civil War. Despite a reduction of 
8 per cent, in acreage, the unusually 
high yield has resulted in a crop 
that exceeds the five-year average. 
The corn crop is likely to be the 
highest since 1925. the indicated 
yield, 
forty-eight 
bushels, 
being 
more than twice the “drought” yield 
of twenty-two bushels last year. The 
crop is forecasted at approximately 
5,000.000 bushels above the five-year 
average. 
The rye production will probably 
be the highest since 1923. This is 
due to expansion in acreage and a 
slight increase in acre yield, ac­ 
cording to the records. 
With the biggest crop since 126, 
Pennsylvania may regain leading 
place in the production of buck­ 
wheat—an honor lost to New York 
state last year when the drought 
reduced the acre yield here to 12.5 
bushels 
and caused 
considerable 
abandonment of acreage. 
Boost Acre Yield 
While the total crop may be less 
than the five-year average, favorable 
conditions may boost the acre yield 
of potatoes to the highest on rec­ 
ord, excepting the 130-bushel yield 
of 1928. The prospective acre yield 
this year is 125 bushels. 
Barring unforseen developments, 
the tobacco crop will be the highest 
since 1923, and the acre yield the 
best since 1921. 
“Bumper'’ is the correct descrip­ 
tion for the fruit crops. The pros­ 
pective apple harvest — 13,500.600 
bushels—is quite certain to be one 
of the two biggest in the past ten 
years, and the peach crop, one of 
the two highest since 1900. While 
a 13,500,000-bushel apple yield is a 
comparatively large crop now. it 
would have been regarded as a small 
crop forty years ago, when annual 
crops as high as 26.523.000 bushels 
are recorded. 
The only two crops that present 
exceptions to the favorable yields 
this yar are oats and hay. The oats 
crop will be one of the two smallest 
since 1909 and the hay harvest is 
almost 1.000 tons below the five- 
year average. Gradual decrease in 
acreage harvested has occurred in 
both of these crops during recent 
years.

sarily more costly and, as Dr. Jam es I 
N. Rule, state superintendent, has ‘ 
indicated, the cost increases with the J 
variety and number of courses. Con­ 
sequently, though the dem and for 
advanced education in the small j 
townships and rural districts has 
kept pace with the general trend, 
the financial ability of these areas 
has not enabled them, as separate j 
districts, to meet the demand. 
The improvem ent of the educa­ 
tional facilities in these sections has 
been reflected in the rapid elim ina­ 
tion of the one-room school houses 
and the increasing vogue of consoli­ 
date schools. 
The latter, planned to 
afford the m uch-sought diversified 
courses and serve a larger territory, 
have accentuated the need for larger 
and more efficient units of school 
adm inistration, 
OI this phase of the state’s edu­ 
cational problem, Dr. Rule said in 
one of his 1925 addresses: 
E ducational A dvantages 
“The creation of u county-wide, 
coordinate 
system of Junior and 
senior high schools will do much to 
ensure to country boys and girls ed­ 
ucational advantages equivalent to 
those found in urban centers.

Veteran Negro Messenger In 
State Department To Retire

Washington—There s at least one 
person in the capital to whom this 
protracted vacation 
of Secretary 
Stimson in Europe does not appeal 
at all. 
He is Eddie Savoy, the secretary 
of state's aged negro messenger and 
a sort of major domo around Mr. 
SUmson’s office at the department. 
Eddie, whose period of service at 
the state department dates 
back 
to something like a half-century, 
under civil service regulations must 
retire this month. 
As a matter of fact, his time was 
up one year ago, but when Secretary 
Stimson intervened with the com­ 
mission in his behalf, 
the 
aged 
negro was granted a year of grace. 
So Eddie’s fate again rests in the 
secretary's hands. Civil service au­ 
thorities have intimated that they 
can permit no further stay. 
If he 
retains his job other provisions must 
be made. 


Picturesque 
If this short, bf^v-legged old negro 


were to pass from the state depart­ 
ment, one of the most picturesque 
figures in the capital would be lost. 
For Eddie is that. Diplomatic day 
—Thursday of each week when the 
secretary of state holds open house 
to foreign envoys resident in Wash­ 
ington—hardly will be the same 
without him. This always has been 
the big day in Eddie's week. 
He dons his 
swallow-tail 
coat 
that almost sweeps the ground be­ 
hind him, adjusts the correct shade 
of cravat to a winged collar, and 
makes his way to the nook outside 
the secretary’s 
office 
where 
he 
awaits the diplomats’ arrival. 
Rules of 
precedence 
must 
be 
strictly observed on these occasions. 
They are fixed by the diplomats 
themselves and their rank in the 
corps is inviolable. 
An ambassador 
must be shown in before a minister. 
A minister goes ahead of a charge 
d'affaires. 
Eddie knows 
them all and just 
where they belong. 
The moment a diplomat puts in 
his appearance Eddie catalogs him. 


Those sharp eyes of his seldom 
stray from the secretary’s door 
while there are visitors. 
And the 
minute that 
door 
opens, 
Eddie 
I knows that the secretary has con­ 
cluded his audience with that par­ 
ticular diplomat, and he goes into 
action. 
Swallow-tail coat comes danger­ 
ously near touching the floor as he 
(Waddles toward the ante-room. He 
motions to the next diplomat, his 
! face wreathed in smiles, and calls 
out: 
“Walk this way, Mr. Ambassador. 


I Walk this way.”
